BASE HEARING OPENED 
Admiral Eberle Appears 
Before Committee on 


Naval Affairs 





REQUIREMENTS DISCUSSED 





HAT’ promises to be a hearing extend- 

ing through two weeks on the Ala- 
meda-Mare Island naval base controversy 
was opened before the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs on Feb. 5 by Adm. 
Eberle, Chief of Naval Operations. Be- 
fore discussing the differences between 
Alameda and Mare Island, Adm. Eberle 
read a very illuminating discussion of naval 
bases as they affect the defenses of the 
Pacific. He followed with an appeal to 
the people of the West coast to get to- 


gether on the broad questions of national 
defense and to forget their petty jeal- 
ousies. 

Adm. Eberle declared it was the inten- 
tion of the Navy Department to maintain 
an operating base at Alameda, but Mare 
Island would be maintained as a manufac- 


turing and shipbuilding plant. On ac- 
count of shallow water in the approach to 
Mare Island, Adm. Eberle insisted that 
the large capital ships could not be sent to 
Mare Island. It was argued that the depth 
of the approach to Mare Island at cer- 
tain places was only three feet, and that 
this would make it necessary to send the 
larger ships to Puget Sound Navy Yard. 


ADM. EBERLE ON ALAMEDA. 


It was contended by Adm. Eberle that 
every military consideration indicated the 
desirability of Alameda. From Panama to 
Puget Sound, the admiral went on to say 
there is only one dock that can take care 
of the capital ships, and that is privately 
owned. He said that the same coast guns 
and air force that would be required for 
the defense of San Francisco would take 
care of Alameda. He stated that the air 
line distance from the sea to Alameda was 


five miles, but that on account of the bar 
and the conditions at the entrance of the 
Golden Gate the closest approach of bat- 


tleships would be fourteen miles. 

Adm. Eberle said that the expense of 
maintaining the channel across Pinole 
Shoals to Carquinez Point should be taken 
into consideration. This channel, he said, 
should be kept at a minimum depth of 35 
feet, with a width of 500 feet. To be per- 
fectly safe, he went on to explain, they 
should have a 42-foot channel. At pres- 
ent, Adm. Eberle explained, all of the capi- 
- ship work was being sent to Bremer- 
on, 


Representative Vinson, ranking minority 
member of the Naval Affairs Committee, 
questioned the wisdom of the recommen- 
dations submitted by the Navy Depart- 
ment. He inquired as to the Helm and 
Rodman reports on shore stations and 
called attention to page 4 of the Helm 
report in which it was stated: ‘The com- 
mission finds that Alameda site 7 is en- 
rely suitable Tér an additional navy yard 
to be established on the Pacific coast.” He 
asked Adm. Eberle if this représented his 
views and those of the Navy Department. 

Adm. Eberle said that the development 
of Alameda and Pearl Harbor should go 
forward at the same time. Mr, Vinson 
concluded the first two days’ hearings by 
attempting to prove that the Navy Depart- 
ment had not submitted any reliable data 
as to the cost of the Alameda project. 





TRIBUTES ARE PAID BY THE SERVICES 
TO MEMORY OF EX-PRESIDENT WILSON 


HE Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy sent prompt telegraph 
orders governing the ceremonies to be observed out of respect to the late 
ex-President Woodrow Wilson, on the day of the funeral. 

Secretary of War Weeks directed that at each military post the national 
flag be displayed at half staff, and the troops and cadets paraded, and the order 
of President Coolidge announcing the death of Mr. Wilson be read to them. 

At dawn thirteen guns were ordered to be fired, and afterwards a single gun 
at intervals of thirty minutes between the rising and setting of the sun, and at 
the close of the day a salute of forty-eight guns. 

The officers of the Army of the United States will wear the usual badge of 
mourning on arm and saber for thirty days, to include March 3. The national 
and regimental colors or standards of the various organizations of the Army will 
be draped in mourning for the same period. 

The Secretary of War decided that a single floral offering of the Army for 
Mr. Wilson be made in the name of the Army of the United States. To meet 
the expense a small contribution from each officer in Washington, was deemed 


sufficient to secure the floral tribute. 


Sectetary of the Navy Denby issued instructions that on the day of the 
funeral of Mr. Wilson the ensign at each naval station, and on board each 
vessel in commission be displayed at half mast, and that a gun be fired at half 
hour intervals from sunrise to sunset at each naval station and on board flag- 
ships, and all saluting ships acting singly. 

All officers of the Navy and Marine Corps, when in uniform, will wear 


the mourning badge until March 7. 





WINTER FLEET MANEUVERS SHOW 
NEED OF CARIBBEAN NAVAL BASE

[IN accordance with its winter schedule 

of maneuvers, the combined Battle and 
Scouting fleets have united with the Ma- 
rine Expeditionary Force and are con- 
ducting an expedition against the area 
eastward from Porto Rico to the Virgin 
Islands. 

The strategic location of this area has 
long been recognized. Only a glance at 
the map is necessary to show that a fleet 
in such a position covers all of the ap- 
proaches to the Panama Cajal from over- 
seas. But the strategy of this position 
really deals in much larger terms. Ex- 
cept in the case of the nations already 
possessing bases on this side of the Atlan- 
tic, the Caribbean region must almost of 
necessity be the first objective of a fleet 
earrying an offensive into the western At- 
lantic. This follows the fact that, to op- 
erate, fleets must have bases, and there 
are in the Caribbean Sea a large number 
of island harbors, many of them in posses- 
sion of weak countries, which could read- 
ily be seized by a fleet and transformed 
into an operating base. Once so estab- 
lished a fleet hostile to the United States 
would then be ready for the next step of 
operating against either the Canal on the 
one hand or the main coast of the United 
States on the other. 

It is for these reasons that naval strate- 
gists have always advocated the posses- 
sion of a strong naval base in the Carib- 
bean to serve as a mobilization eenter for 
our fleet from which to counter any for- 
eign offénsive from Europe against this 
side of the Atlantic. As far back as 1902 
fleet maneuvers on a large scale have been 
conducted about this vicinity. In that 
year all naval forces on the Atlantic coast 
were concentrated at Culebra. under the 
command of Adm. Dewey. Similar ma- 
neuvers have been repeated constantly. 

The maneuvers of the current year fol- 
low a practice of long standing in the 


Navy, of once a year concentrating as 
many ships as practicable for joint ma- 
neuvers. Such evolutions are a necessary 
training for the fleet, because it is not 
sufficient to have efficient individual ships. 
They must be trained in the complicated 
operations which require all ships operat- 
ing together as an organization. Such 
training is analogous to that of athletic 
teams which may have many star players, 
but which will not be efficient as‘a team 
until trained together. It is also analo- 
gous to military training wherein the ele- 
mentary steps of training of individual 
men, company and battalon must be sup- 
plemented by training as a regiment, corps 
or army. 

The aanual naval maneuvers are pri- 
marily for the purpose of training, so as 
to promote united action of the fleet when 
acting as a whole; and secondarily to give 
opportunity for the higher command in 
the exercise of strategic problems. The 
present series of maneuvers began with 
the solution of a problem by the Pacific 
Fleet on its way from the California coast 
to the Panama Canal. The second prob- 
lem was one in connection with the pas- 
sage of the Fleet through the Canal; in 
this the Army participated. The final 
problem combines two of the Fleet detach- 
ments previously theoretically opposed to 
each other, into a larger force for opera- 
tions in the eastern Caribbean. This 
problem includes exercises on the part of 
the Marine Expeditionary Force in the 
difficult operations of making a landing 
and establishing a base. 


SPECIAL WORK OF MARINES. 


Some people have often questioned the 
wisdom of having the Marine Corps as an 
organization of soldiers separate from the 
Army and serving under the jurisdiction 
of the Navy Department. Such persons

REPORT ON BILLS MADE 
BY SECRETARY OF WAR 


Retirement of Emergency 
Disabled Officers 
Recommended 


REAPPOINTMENT POLICY 





DURING the past week the Secretary 

of War has made reports on a number 
of important Army bills pending before 
Congress. These are bills which did not 
originate in the War Department, but have 
been introduced in Congress and referred 
to the War Department. : 

Perhaps one of the most important is a 
bill TH.R. 5084) which would make emer- 
gency officers eligible for retirement. on 
three-fourths pay for physical disabilities 
without regard +o the length of service. 
The Secretary discusses the bill at length, 
giving the history of the conditions under 
which 5,200 emergency officers were ap- 
pointed to the Army under Sec. 24 of the 
act of June 4, 1920. He explained that 
this act authorized the appointment of 
officers up to and including the age of 58 
years, and that Congress had insisted that 
it would not be just to the Government if 
an officer with six or eight years’ service 
should be retired at three-fourths of his 
pay. ‘Therefore, the provision under which 
such officers were to be given 4 per cent. 
of their pay for each year of active ser- 
vice was incorporated in the law. 

He expressed the opinion that neither 
the Department nor Congress had_ taken 
into consideration the possibility of some 
of the officers being forced on the retire- 
ment list on account of physical disabili- 
ties incurred in the line of duty. He 
therefore recommended that the bill (H.R. 
5084) be passed with an amendment pro- 
viding that officers when called up for pro- 
motion should be retired on three-fourths 
pay if they were found incapacitated for 
active duty. 

OFFICERS REAPPOINTED AFTER RESIG- 
NATION 


In making a report on a bill (H.R. 
8008) for the advancement of Lt. ol. 
Wilson B. Burtt to the rank of colonel in 
the Army as of date of July 1, 1920, to 
rank next to Clement A. Trott, the Secre- 
tary announced a general policy as to the 
treatment of officers who had resigned and 
afterwards had been reappointed to the 
Regular Army. He said that it is mani- 
festly unfair to those officers who remained 
in the Service to permit officers who 

the Service to pass over them when they 
were reappointed. Col. Burtt, he said, 
had resigned for his own personal rea- 
sons and had lost a number of files as a 
result. He therefore objected to the bill 
which would restore him to the rights and 
privileges that he would nave had if he 
had remained a commissioned officer of 
the Regular Army continuously. 

‘A supplemental recommendation upon 
Sec. 12 of H.R. 4475, for the creation of 
military missions, was submitted by the 
Secretary of War upon the request of the 
Secretary of State. In this recommenda- 
tion Congress is urged to broaden the sec- 
tion to include officers and enlisted men 
of the Army, Navy and Marine C 
With this change. the provision has 
support of the State Department ag well 
as that of the War Department. 

The bill authorizes the Gover. 
send missions to thé republics 
and South America, the republic 
Haiti and San Domingo. 
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MILITARY TRAINING 
CRITICIZED BY WEEKS 


Secretary of War Mixes 
Praise and Blame in 


New Order 


RESPONSIBILITY IS FIXED 


—_———— 


HE General Order from the War De- 
‘~ partment published herewith on_train- 
ing in the Army of the United States, 
which was issued this week, will be read 
with interest by ail concerned. 1 

While the improvement in past training 
is commented upon, the order points out 
many important deficiencies which it is 
necessary to remedy, and also indicates 
the responsibilities of higher commanders 
in correcting them and bringing about 
greater combat efficiency. The following 
is the order: 

War DEPARTMENT, 
G.O. 1, Jan. 21, 1924. 

Notes on Training—1. Broadly speak- 
ing, the year just ended has witnessed a 
marked improvement in the training of all 
components of the Army. In the face of 
many difliculties, the Regular Establish- 
ment has gained a better conception of its 
role in the Army of the United States, and 
with this improved understanding has come 
greater capacity not only for the accom- 
plishment of its own training, but for di- 
recting the training of the citizen compo- 
nents of the Army. With this improve- 


ment in training there has been noted a 
steady iinprovement in discipline and 
morale. Sound discipline and good morale 


are indispensable requisites to the attain- 
ment of the legitimate aims of training. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMPONENTS 


The National Guard has increased its 
strength and organizations and is advanc- 
ing its efficiency for field service. The 
Organized Reserves, by the development of 
local units, is rapidly perfecting a skele- 
ton organization which may be readily ex- 
panded into a war force. In both the Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserves offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers of war 
experience are establishing practical stand- 
ards invaluable to the field efficiency of 
their organizations. The training contem- 
plated by our national defense policy has 
been instituted, and progress has been 
noted in all components of the Army of 
the United States. 

These observations are based upon a con- 
tinuous survey of training during the past 
year in all parts of the country and sup- 

lement those set forth in General Orders 
No. 2. War Department, Jan. 20, 1923. 

2. As is to be expected, training has not 
been equally satisfactory everywhere, and 
it is necessary that the most painstaking 
and determined efforts be exercised to cor- 
rect the most harmful deficiencies. Respon- 
sible commanders in whatever degree af- 
fected by these instructions will apply spe- 
cific and appropriate remedial measures. 
Facilities are better in some places than 
in others, but by far the most potent fac- 
tor in determining the character of the re- 
sults achieved is the capacity of the local 
commander. Deficiencies hereinafter men- 
tioned were by no means universal, but did 
obtain to a greater or lesser degree at cer- 
tain stations and at certain of the summer 
camps. 

8. Generally, at the permanent stations 
there is too much resort to provisional or- 
ganization for the daily instruction. Pro- 
visional organization with a view to build- 
ing up war strength for demonsfration 
purposes is excellent, but it should not be 
practiced too frequently. It is realized 
that much of this consolidation is due to 
reduced and depleted strengths of units. 
However, even in these cases, much better 
results will be secured by reducing fatigue, 
labor and special details to the absolute 
minimum at all times and then arranging 
for each organization to have its full 
strength for a certain part of each day or 
for certain days each week. The great ob- 
jection to consolidated organization is that 
it does not give training and practice to a 
sufficient number of leaders, and that it 
is destructive of morale. Men rarely have 
the same pride in a provisional organiza- 
tion that they have in their own. 


4. In some instances troops had not fully 
exhausted the resources for training at 
their permanent stations before being sent 
to summer camps, and as a consequence 
they did not arrive at the latter in a proper 
state of training. All permanent stations 
provide adequate facilities for all formal 
drill, for the mechanism of extended or- 
der, and for elementary field instruction. 
Practically all of them have facilities for 
target practice. Despite these facts cer- 
tain organizations arrived at summer 
camps deficient even in formal drill and 
in the mechanism of extended order and 
field work and without having completed 
target practice. This procedure not only 
brings the Regular troops to the summer 
training camps inadequately and improp- 
erly trained to take up their work there, 
but has the further objection of unduly 
prolonging the period of time organiza- 
tions are kept away from their permanent 
stations. Training and morale both suf- 
fer in consequence. 

5. In one or two camps the camp com- 
manders permitted the strength of the Reg- 
ular units to be almost entirely frittered 
away in special details of one kind or an- 
other, with the result that the organiza- 
tions concerned, despite their prolonged 
absence from their permanent station, re- 
eeived little or no training. These same 
camps iwere characterized by excessive 
overhead of all kinds. 

6. There is very generally too much re- 
sort to specialist instructors. Whatever 
need there was for such specialization dur- 
ing the hasty training of our war Army, 
sufficient time has now elapsed for the final 
and definite discontinuance of this prac- 
tice. Company, troop and baftery com- 
manders must be regarded as the instruc- 
tors of their organizations, and must ac- 
quire accuracy of knowledge, a high de- 
gree of thoroughness, and an appreciation 
of each phase of training and each sub- 
ject. Resort to specialist instruction is 
extravagant in commissioned personnel 
and creates demands for officers far in ex- 
cess of the number which the Army is 
prepared to meet. From the standpoint 
of morale, the use of specialist instructors 
has much the same objection as has the 
constant resort to consolidated or provi- 
sional organizations. 

The training of commissioned officers in 
their own duties and as efficient instruc- 


tors demands the personal attention of 
higher commanders, While company offi- 
cers require more training in personal 


leadership, interior management of their 
organizations, precision in formal drill and 
ceremonies and thoroughness in inspec- 
tions, field officers need more practice in 
the establishment and functioning of com- 
mand posts and in estimating and solving 
tactical problems, including the issuance 
of verbal and written combat orders. 

7. The chief object of an army’s exist- 
ence in time of peace is to accomplish its 
own instruction. Summer training camps 
are purely for instruction. These camps 
are not designed merely as places to be 
administered. ‘The administration is mere- 
ly incidental to the true purpose—train- 
ing. Camp commanders should realize the 
relative importance of training and should 
devote the maximum of their own time to 
that phase of the camp. Without excep- 
tion, the best camps during the past year 
were those in which the camp commander 
took the most active part in the training. 
He can be more easily replaced in thé 
office titan on the training ground, as his 
rank and prestige and active participation 
in the training can give to it an interest 
and a meaning not otherwise obtainable. 


TRAINING OBJECTIVE 


The programs for the summer training 
of the National Guard require careful 
consideration, having in view a two-fold 
objective : 

a. Progressive advancement in leader- 
ship and tactical knowledge of those al- 
ready trained in elementary subjects by 
past experience. 

Intensive effort in training recently 
appointed officers and non-commissioned 
officers and recruits in their primary field 
duties and functions. 

In some camps all efforts were limited 
to the latter class, with a consequent nat- 
ural lack of interest on the part of the 
former class. 

The unit training prescribed for the Or- 
gaaized Reserves during the current year 
should introduce a much-needed opportu- 
nity for the building up of units, creating 
an organizational esprit de corps and for 
leadership and command training. Each 
Organized Reserve unit should function

HYDROGRAPHIC OFFICE 
TRANSFER IS OPPOSED 


Secretary of Navy and 
Captain F. B. Bassett 
Lead Fight 


WOULD KEEP IT IN NAVY 


‘THE Secretary of the Navy and Capt. 
F. B. Bassett, U.S.N., Hydrographer, 
during the recent hearings of the Joint 
Committee on the Reorganization of the 
Government opposed the proposed trans- 
fer of the Hydrographic Office to the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

The Secretary of the Navy made the 
statement that the Hydrographic Office 
was absolutely necessary to the military 
efficiency of the Navy, and that it could 
not be transferred to any other depart- 
ment of the Government without loss of 
effcieney, and that he would be obliged to 
have a Hydrographic Office in order that 
he might carry out his mission as Secre- 
tary whether certain functions of the Hy- 
drographic Office were transferred to an- 
other department or not. 

He declared that if any organization 
was to occur. the larger organization 
should absorb the smaller, and the hydro- 
graphic work now done by the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey should be turned over to 
the Navy Department, and the geodetic 
part of the Coast Survey to some other de- 
partment of the Government doing simi- 
lar work. 

Capt. Bassett explained to the commit- 
tee many exhibits showing the work of 
the Hydrographic Office, the larger part 
of which is not done by the Coast Survey. 
He objected to the testimony of Mr. Wil- 
loughby (who is not considered an ex- 
pert), on the Hydrographie Office as a 
“miniature Coast Survey.” and that the 
Hydrographic Office simply duplicates 
foreign charts. He explained to the com- 
mittee the difficulty of reproducing for- 
eign charts in various languages, and also 
explained that the chart-making function 
of the Hydrographie Office was a_ small 
part only of the duties of the Hydro- 
graphic Office, the “service of maritime se- 
curity” being by far the most important 
part of .the work of the Hydrographic 
Office. This is in no way performed by the 
Coast Survey, and they receive and give 
out in their Notices little information 
econeerning nautical matters. 

Capt. Bassett charged that the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, which includes the 
Bureau of Lighthouses and the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, gets out a Notice to 
Mariners which frequently contains many 
errors. These Notices have to be repub- 
lished in the Hydrographic Office Notice 
to Mariners after making extensive pro- 
visions. He recommended that the manu- 
script be sent to the Hydrographic Office 
to be embodied in its Notice to Mariners, 
thus saving the printing of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce Notice to Mariners. 
The Department of Commerce Notice to 
Mariners is largely a record of the Light- 
house Service, few notices being received 
from the Coast Survey because the Coast 
Survey has not a properly constituted di- 
vision of maritime security (and cannot 
have such). 

He drew attention to the Daily Memo- 
randum. Weekly Bulletin, Radio Broad- 
easts, Pilot Charts, Ice Charts, Mine 
Warning Notices, Notice to Aviators, and 
to many special and confidential charts 
not issued by the Coast Survey in any 
way. 


MARITIME SECURITY 


The Hydrographic Office, he explained, 
issues yearly supplements _to Sailing Di- 
rections. Coast and Geodetic Survey 
Sailing Directions have been many years 
out of date—in many cases dangerously 
so—due to the fact that the Coast Sur- 
vey has not been issuing yearly supple- 
ments correcting its boots to the first of 
each year. The Hydrographic Office has 
had to call the attention of the Coast Sur- 
vey to this many times. 

Attention was called to the fact that 
large sums of money have been spent on 
excessive topographical surveys, and on 
engraving to represent these topographi- 


cal details on charts. Attention was jp. 
vited to C.S. Chart 306, where the topo. 
graphic details made it very difficult to 
distinguish the very important naviga. 
tional details; such as, lighthouses, Promj- 
nent buildings, etc. The topographic de. 
tails showed the difference between de 
ciduous and evergreen trees. Entirely 
too much money had been wasted on un. 
important details by the Coast Survey, 

He said that ice patrol information gen, 
out by the Hydrographic Office is mog 
important to transatlantic mariners. Thi, 
is not done by the Coast Survey. The do. 
partment to produce nautical charts should 
be the department that uses them. The 
Coast Survey does not use them, and does 
not realize what the mariner wants. Th 
Navy Department has ideal organizatigy 
to handle hydrographic work now done by 
the Coast Survey through the naval dy. 
tricts. The hydrographic work of the 
Coast Survey should be taken over at ong 
by the Navy, he said. ; 

He insisted that aerial photography 
now playing an important part in gp. 
veys, and the Coast Survey has no ai. 
planes or personnel. If the Coast Sy. 
vey takes over the Hydrographic Office } 
must have many larger ships and large 
appropriations for airplanes and per: 
sonnel, 

He also brought out the fact that many 
resolutions opposing the transfer of the 
Hydrographic Office to the Coast Survey 
are on file, the last and most important 
being the unanimous resolution of Jan, & 
1924, of the American Steamship Owners 
Association. These organizations repre 
sent the bulk of American capital in- 
vested in American ships. 

It was recommended by the Secretary 
of the Navy, by the Hydrographer, and by 
Adm. W. L. Rogers that the Hydrographic 
Office absorb the hydrographic work of the 
Coast Survey. Secretary of the Interior 
Work and Secretary of the Interior Hoo- 
ver urged that the geodetic work of the 
Coast Survey be turned over to the De- 
partment of the Interior and placed under 
the Geological Survey, as the Coast Sur- 
vey is now duplicating the work of the 
Geological Survey. 


Secretary of the Navy Denby recom- 
mended that the geodetic work of the 


Coast Survey be turned over to some de- 
partment of the Government doing similar 
work, from which it was inferred that he 
meant that it be turned over to the Geo- 
logical Survey, thus making three cabinet 
officers who recommended giving the geo- 
detic work of the Coast Survey to the 
xeological Survey. The Secretary of the 
Interior also stated that it seemed logical 
to him to turn over the hydrographic work 
of the Coast Survey to the Navy Depart- 
ment, which is composed of seamen who 
understand what a chart should be. 


INFANTRY REGIMENTS 
TO EXCHANGE RECRUITS 


PON request of Col. Charles Gerharit, 
commanding 16th Infantry, USA, 
The Adjutant General of the Army has 
granted authority for a unique experiment 





in regimental recruiting. A joint cam 
paign for recruits is being made by the 


16th Infantry, stationed at posts in New 
York harbor, and the 7th Infantry at Var 
couver Barracks, Wash., both regiments 
recruiting from Jan. 28 to Feb. 17 in theif 
respective areas. 

All men enlisted by the 16th Infantr 
will be sent by transports through fle 
Canal to the 7th Infantry. They in tum 
will send their recruits to the 16th Infat- 
try by the same route. By this means al 
opportunity is given the recruit to travel 
at once upon his enlistment in the Army— 
a feature which has not been available for 
men enlisting for service in posts in the 
continental limits of the country. ; 

The 16th Infantry opened its campaigl 
with a band concert and an explanation of 
the campaign, the 7th Infantry and its de 
sirable station by Col. Gerhardt, 16th In- 
fantry, over radio station WJZ, Jan. 26. 
On Jan. 28 the 16th Infantry paraded UP 
Broadway to the City Hall, where it was 
greeted by the Mayor of New York city, 
who also inspected the troops and their 
recruiting posters. Much newspaper pub- 
licity was secured by this means, both 
written and pictorial. Similar ceremonies 
will be given in Newark, N.J., on Feb. 4 
and Jersey City, N.J., on Feb. 11, one 
week being spent by the regiment in each 
of these towns.

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HE oil lease controversy in Congress 

is having a depressing effect on the 
friends of the Navy, in that those opposed 
to an adequate Navy are taking advantage 
of the situation by using their attack upon 
Secretary Denby because of these leases 
to cover up an attack on Navy appropria- 
tions. Their attempt to force Mr. Denby 
gut of the Cabinet, which he is strenu- 
ously opposing, threatens to interfere with 
the legislative program which is pending 
before Congress. The members of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Naval Affairs are kept 
so busy on the floor of the Senate that 
they have not had time to consider any 
legislation. Over in the House committee 
long drawn out hearings on the oil leases 
are interfering with its schedule. 

To add to its troubles, there is a pros- 
pect that the Alameda-Mare Island hear- 
ings will take up ten days or two weeks 
of the time of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs. After that hearing is con- 
cluded the House committee will again 
take up the oil lease hearings, and, unless 
the members of the committee become 
weary of the controversy, the hearings 
may extend for weeks. 

On the House calendar the Naval Re- 
serve bill comes next, and this will be fol- 
lowed by the Woods Promotion Equaliza- 
tion bill. The Omnibus Naval bill has not 
yet been reported out by either committee. 


ANTI-NAVY OPPORTUNITY 


SIDE from the interference with the 

schedule of the two Naval committees, 
the anti-Navy Senators and Members will 
take all possible advantage of the contro- 
versy to block any legislation for the Navy. 
It will be recalled that on one occasion 
the opposition to the Navy used the Ala- 
meda-Mare Island controversy to hold over 
the Naval Appropriation bill until a spe- 
cial session of Congress. 

Especially over in the Senate, where 
there is practically no limit on debate, the 
opposition to the Navy will attempt to 
hold up the appropriation bill through a 
lengthy discussion of the oil leases as 
well as the Alameda project. It is ex- 
tremely unfortunate that the defenses of 
~ —— should be used as a political 
ootball. 


NAVY’S CONSTRUCTION PROGRAM 


ND the new construction program, as 

embraced in a bill (H.R. 6580) intro- 
duced by Chairman Butler, is a distinct 
disappointment to those who believe in the 
maintenance of a treaty Navy. The bill 
provides for major alterations in the New 
York and Texas, including protection 
against submarine attack, anti-aircraft 
deck protection, and a conversion of the 
ships to oil burners at a total cost of not 
exceeding $6,800,000. Eight cruisers to 
cost exclusive of armor and armament 
$11,100,000 each, and six river gunboats 
costing exclusive of armament $700,000 
each are also authorized by the bill. 

This looks very well on its face, but in 
submitting the bill the Navy Department 
quotes from the Director of the Budget 
the following : 

“This proposed legislation has been pre- 

sented to the President, who instructs me 
to advise you that it is not in conflict with 
the financial program, but that no supple- 
mental estimates shall be submitted with 
exceptions for three river gunboats.” 
_ This means that about $2,000,000 will 
ve asked for in the appropriations for the 
iscal year of 1925 for construction under 
the program authorized by the bill. ‘The 
‘ight cruisers, of course, constitute only a 
eginning in the program that will be 
lecessary to bring the American Navy up 
‘0 the treaty ratio. Still, under the pro- 
Tam as submitted to Congress, even this 
8 postponed for a year. There will be 
to assurance that the. program for the 
Tuisers will be begun in the next session. 
New submarine authorizations asked origi- 
mally by the Secretary are stricken from 
the budget recommendations. 





WOULD NULLIFY NOCE DECISION

computing for any purpose the length of 
the service of an officer in the Navy or 
Marine Corps.” 

That the amendment is proposed for the 
temporary pay act of 1920 indicates that 
its authors are endeavoring to nullify the 
effects of the Noce decision. 

Even if the bill is passed it could not 
deprive the classes that are affected by the 
Noce decision of the credit for cadet and 
Naval Academy service up to the date 
that the proposed amendment is approved 
by the President. The purpose is to prevent 
the classes affected by tue Noce decision 
from receiving its benefits in the future. 

The origin of this bill appears to be 

shrouded in mystery. ... the committee 
room it was stated that a numver of mem- 
hors of the committee who were opposed 
to granting credit for midshipmen and 
cadet service asked that it ~e introduced. 
It is not thought that Chairman Butler, 
with the mass of business on hand in the 
committee, would have the time to write 
he bill, looking up all the references, ete. 
t did not go through regular channels 
from the Navy Department, but it is stated 
that it was written in the Department. 
There is a great deal of speculation as to 
who should take the trouble to write a 
bill that deals with the subject which is 
now before the Court of Claims, 





GEN. WOOD IN WORLD WAR. 

HE Army finds it difficult to understand 

why the editor of the Springfield Re- 
publican or any other alleged friend of 
President Wilson should attempt to stir 
up a controversy at the present time. 
There was no occasion for this editor to 
publish Woodrow Wilson’s reasons for not 
sending Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood overseas 
at a time ‘when one and all were trying to 
forget their differences with the laté ex- 


President and recognized the sincerity of 
his purpose and his distinguishing ability. 
In a sense it was an apology for Mr. Wil- 
son’s attitude toward Gen. Wood. 

_ In his letter to the editor of the Repub- 
lican the late President Wilson is quoted 
as saying: 

I am keenly aware of and keenly sensitive to 
the implication which would be drawn out of the 
fact that I am not sending Gen. Wood to the 
other side, and I want personal friends like 
yourself upon whose approval I depend for my 
a to know why I am not sending 
him. 

In the first place, I am not sending him be- 
cause Gen. Pershing has said that he does not 
want him; and in the second place, Gen. Persh- 
ing’s disinclination to have Gen. Wood sent over 
is only too well founded. Wherever Gen. Wood 
goes there is a controversy and a conflict of judg- 
ment. On this side of the water, we can take 
care of things of that sort, because the fighting 
is not being done here, but it would be fatal to 
let it go on at or anywhere near the front. 

I have had a good deal of experience with 
Gen. Wood. He is a man of unusual ability, 
but apparently absolutely unable to submit his 
judgment to those who are superior to him in 
command. I am sorry that his great ability 
cannot be made use of in France, but at the 
same time, I am glad to say that he is being 
made very much use of in the training of sol- 
diers on this side of the water, a task for which 
he is eminently well fitted and which he is per- 
forming with diligence and success. 


Mr. Langdon P. Marvin, an attorney of 
New York city, who assisted Gen. Wood 
in organizing the Plattsburg camp in 1915 
and was very close to him in other activi- 
ties, is quoted in the New York Tribune of 
Feb. 5 as stating that he had a personal 
knowledge that Gen. Wood was willing to 
assume a subordinate place in the Army 
in order to obtain an overseas command. 

“T do know,” Mr. Marvin is quoted as 
saying, “that Gen. Wood was more than 
willing to serve as a division commander 
under Gen. Pershing, and that Gen. 
Pershing knew of this willingness. ‘There 
is no doubt but what Gen. Wood refused 
to submit his judgment to the pacifist pro- 
gram, 

“In my opinion it was Secretary Baker’s 
dislike for Gen. Wood that kept him away 
from the front.” 


HARNESS DEFENDANTS NOT GUILTY 


[IN the inside pages and in a few para- 

graphs the daily press announced a com- 
plete vindication of the defendants in what 
is known as the Harness case. For eight- 
een months the sleuths of the Department 
of Justice were collecting evidence and 
giving out sensational statements concern- 
ing the case of the United States vs. U.S. 
Harness Co. Indictments were secured 
against E. C. Morse, former director of 
sales; Maj. J. C. Byron, former director 
of the Leather and Harness Division of 
the Quartermaster Corps; Col. George B. 
Goetz, former assistant director of this 
division; Maj. Burke, Capt. Cochran and 
a number of other emergency officers. 

The case was on trial from Jan. 14 to 
24, at which time the prosecution present- 
ed all the evidence it was able to gather 
in eighteen months. The activities of the 
prosecution did not cease even during the 
trial, for the rooms and luggage of the 
witnesses were searched by enterprising 
secret service men who were detailed on 
the work. 

The net result of this effort to discover 
a war fraud was the instruction from 
Judge Groner of the Federal Court. who 
was sitting at the court at Elkins, W. Va., 
to the jury to bring in a verdict of “not 
guilty.” The attorney for the defense was 
inclined not to call in witnesses, as ad- 
missions from witnesses of the prosecu- 
tion proved that the defendants were guilt- 


less. 

It will be recalled that the defendants 
and a number of the associates organized 
what was known as the United States 
Harness Co. It was a sales agent for the 
War Department. The claim was made 
that there was conspiracy to defraud the 
yovernment, but it developed in the testi- 
mony that the company actually made 
money for the Government by securing 
higher prices for surplus supplies than the 
Government obtained even before or after 
it entered into the contract. 

There may be some gigantic war frauds. 
but up to this writing the Department of 
Justice has not been able to establish the 
fact in a court. There is no question that 
the Department of Justice has made an 
effort in this direction.

EQUALIZATION CF RETIRED PAY 


OT only the War Department, but it 
is now stated that the Navy Depart- 
ment will make a report on the Hull bill 
for the equalization of the pay of officers 


who were retired prior to July 1, 1922, 
and those that went on the retired list 
after that date. It is understood that the 
Navy Department has intimated to Mr. 
Hull that as Navy and Marine Corps offi- 
cers are vitally interested it desires an op- 
portunity to submit a report. 

It is understood that the report of the 
War Department legislative council is 
quite a lengthy study of the subject of re- 
tired pay under the new act. It develops 
that retired pay for officers with shorter 
terms of service is below the 1908 sched- 
ule, while that of those with long terms of 
service is above the 1908 schedule under 
the new law. The officers who were re- 
tired prior to July 1, 1922, draw the 1908 
schedule, which is lower than the new 
rate of pay. This is very much lower for 
officers many of whom have served through 
two or three wars, apd on that account 
they naturally think they are discriminated 
against. 

But in the future, under the new law, 
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the officers with short terms of service will 
draw lower pay on retirement than those 
that retired prior to July 1, 1922. The 
average for those who draw a lower rate 
under the new bill is fourteen years’ ser- 
vice. This is for majors. 

It is stated that the Navy Department 
heads almost unanimously favor the Hull 
bill, while there is a division of opinion 
in the War Department. 


CONFIRMATIONS HELD UP 


[t is not believed that the nomination of 
~ Tt. Col. Major will reach a vote until 
next week. As thig letter closes Chair- 
man Wadsworth is pressing for early ac- 
tion, but Senators Lodge and Walsh have 
given notice that they wish to address the 
Senate at length on the subject. This in 
connection with other business is post- 
poning the action of the Senate on the 
nomination. 





RESERVE OFFICERS’ REGULATIONS 
HEN revision is completed, Special 
Regulations 43 for Reserve officers 

will become a section of Army Regula- 
tions. Thus the War Department takes 
another step in the recognition of the 
close relations which exist between the 
Regular Army and the Organized Reserves. 


If the funds will permit, a copy of the 
regulations will be sent to every Reserve 
officer. If not, arrangements will be made 
by which they can be purchased from the 
Public Printer for ten or fifteen cents. 

The widespread interest that Reserve 
officers have taken in the revision of the 
regulations has made the work of com- 
pleting the regulations a task beyond 
the expectations of the General Staff or 
anyone connected with the undertaking. 
No count has been made of the number 
of letters on the subject that have been 
received from Reserve officers. These 
comments from these Reserve officers came 
through the corps area commanders. At 
the corps area headquarters they were di- 
gested and consolidated. When they 
reached the War Department the immense 
correspondence was again analyzed and 
the comments of all the letters were cl 
fied under the different paragraphs of the 
regulations. 

Even with this condensation, the mat- 
ter now before the General Staff would 
fill a large volume. There are about 450 
pages of legal size. Hach comment is be- 
ing considered as carefully as if it were a 
recommendation from an official source. 





NATIONAL GUARD SUPERVISION 

HE Assistant Secretary of War has 

again been placed in charge of National 
Guard affairs. In all matters not pertain- 
ing to Regular Army assignments, the 
Agsistant Secretary will communicate 
through the Militia Bureau_and the corps 
area commanaers instead of through The 
Adjutant General. 

Previous to the World War the Assist- 
ant Secrétary was held accountable for 
National Guard policy of the War Depart- 
ment. After the passage of the National 
Defense act the Assistant Secretary of 
War was assigned to the industrial pre- 
paredness with a provision in the amend- 
ed National Defense act specifically plac- 
ing this under the supervision of the As- 
sistant Secretary of War. The National 
Guard affairs have now been added to 
this duty for the Assistant Secretary of 
War. 

One of hs first acts has been to make 
the Militia Bureau a channel of commu- 
nication with the National Guard.

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PREPAREDNESS URGED 
BY INDUSTRIAL HEADS 
Insurance Against War Is 

Topic Discussed at 
Dinner 





JUDGE GARY SPEAKER 





N important dinner at which the guests 

included a number of the leading cap- 
tains of industry of the United States and 
at which plans for industrial preparedness 
as an insurance against war was the main 
topic of discussion was held at the Hotel 
Commodore, New York city, on Feb. 5. 
The dinner was given under the auspices 
of the New York sections of the Army Ord- 
nance Association, American Sociefy of 
Civil Engineers, American Institute of 


Mining and Metallurgical Engineers, 
American Society of mechanical Engineers, 
American Institute of Electrical Engi- 
neers and Society of Automotive Engi- 
neers, in co-operation with the War De- 
partment. P 

Some 700 guests attended the dinner, 
and the full peace-time co-operation with 
the U.S. Government was urged upon in- 
dustrial leaders and business men in per- 
fecting and making immediately available 
the war supples needed by the country if 
an emergency should come. 

A tribute was paid to the memory of 
Woodrow Wilson by the guests. Before 
the speaking began they stood in silence 
while a bugler sounded taps. . 

The speakers were Col. Dwight F. Davis, 
Assistant Secretary of War; Col. James 
LL. Walsh, U.S.A., chief of the New York 
Ordnance District, and Brig. Gen. John J. 
Carty, O.R.C., vice president of the Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Co., and 
Judge Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the U. 
S. Steel Corporation, who presided. 

Judge Gary read a resolution adopted by 
the Board of the American Iron and Steel 
Institute, which placed the resources of 
the steel industry at the call of the Gov- 
ernment in the campaign for industrial 
preparedness. 

Judge Gary, in the course of his remarks, 
said: “The way to prevent war is to pre- 
pare for war if it is forced upon a coun- 
try, and no one understands that better 
than the men who are connected with the 
engineering departments of industrial life. 

“The Army and Navy have a right to 
demand of us that we shall do our part to 
furnish them with military necessities in 
time of war.” 

Col. Davis, Assistant Secretary of War, 
telling of the industrial mobilization plans, 
said in the course of his remarks that the 
final goal of the planning work would be 
that, upon the receipt of a telegram from 
his office, every manufacturer who is to 
do war work would go to his safe, take 
out his production schedules, plans, speci- 
fications and contracts and immediately 
begin to work as previously arranged. 

“We seek but one end, our national se- 
curity,” he declared. “America stands 
ready to-day, by international agreement, 
to limit armies, armaments and all prepa- 
rations for war to the minimum coasist- 
ent with the national defense. Everyone, 
farmer, laborer, merchant, manufacturer, 
must play his part in the common defense. 
Capital and labor must work together. 
There must be no slackers and no profiteers. 
Every man and woman, every factory, 
every natural resource, every science will 
have a place, each working for all, all for 
each.” Col. vis explained that work 
on industrial mobilization had been under 
way for three years and much progress has 
been made. 

Gen. Carty during his remarks paid a 
tribute to the work of American engineers 
during the war, and also said: “We are 
not gathered here to advocate war, for we 
detest war. The industries of America de- 
sire nothing so much as they desire peace. 
But they have learned that if our country 
is kept at all times prepared to resist un- 
just aggression, then we have a most pow- 
erful insurance against attack, a most po- 
tent prenaration for peace.” 

Col. Walsh, describing some of the new 
engines of warfare designed by the Ord- 
nance Department, said that an aerial 
bomb has been perfected weighing 4,000 
pounds, ten times the weight of the larg- 
est bomb used in the World War. A 


medel of this bomb, built to be carried in 
a Martin bomber, was on exhibition at 
the dinner. 

Col. Walsh said an ordnance tractor al- 
ready has been produced that would go 
thirty miles an hour, up a 45-degree slope 
without difficulty and could be_ sent 
through water up to the driver’s chin. 

“Our Ordnance Department has de- 
signed a 75-millimeter gun with twice the 
range of the French 75 used in 1918,” he 
continued. “The redesigned 155-millimeter 
gun outranges the French G.P.F. by near- 
ly five miles, while the new 4.7 gun out- 
ranges our own pre-war design two and a 
half times and fires a heavy projectile at 
that.” He also spoke of improvements in 
small arms, training men and other ac- 
tivities. 

All of the speakers voiced the senti- 
ments expressed by Judge Gary at the out- 
set, in which he stressed the nation’s ab- 
horrence for all war, but the need for ade- 
quate preparation in case it should come.

LEAVE FROM COAST 





Los Angeles Selected as 
Starting Point of 
Expedition 





ADVANCE WORK BEGUN 





NNOUNCEMENT ‘has been made by 
Maj. Gen. Mason M. Patrick, Chief 
of Air Service, that the round-the-world 
flight of four Army airplanes will start 
from Los Angeles, Calif., instead of Wash- 
ington, D.C., for Seattle, Wash., as was 


originally planned. The reason given for 
changing the starting point is that the 
planes which will be used on the flight are 
now at Clover Field, Santa Monica, Calif., 
which is but fifteen miles distant from 
Los Angeles. 

This will give the aviators an opportu- 
nity to test the motors, planes and in- 
struments in flying up the coast. The 

‘obable route from Los Angeles to Seat- 
tle will be east to the Mojave Desert and 
over the San Joaquin valley to San Fran- 
cisco, Sacramento, Ashland and Eugene, 
Ore., to Seattle. 

Facing a task involving many obsta- 
cles, Lt. Clayton sissell, A.S., advance 
officer for the first division of the propose? 
flight of four Army airplanes around the 
world, left Seattle on Feb. 2 to make nec 
essary arrangements along that portion of 
the route between Seattle and Attu Island 
in the Aleutian group. 

From Seattle to Chicago, on the Island 
of Attu. is a distance of approximately 
3,000 miles. Steps will be made en route 
at Prince Rupert, British Columbia: Cor- 
dova, Seward, Chignik and Akutan, Alas- 
ka, and Mazan, on the Island of Atka. On 
a large portion of the route there is no 
scheauled transportation at this season of 
the year. 

According to present plans, the four 
planes will arrive at Seattle, Wash., on 
or about March 30. Sand Point, on Lake 
Washington, adjacent to the City of Se- 
attle, has been chosen as the best site in 
the vicinity for the use of both land and 
sea planes. There the planes will be re- 
conditioned for the difficult leg of the flight 
to Attu Island, and the landing gears will 
be replaced with pontoons. 

Advance officers for the other divisions 
of the route are as follows: 2d Division, 
from the Island of Shimushu in the Kurile 
Islands of Japan to Chemulpo, Korea, Lt. 
C. C. Nutt; 3d Division, from Tsingtau,

India, to St. Stefano. Turkey, 1st Lt. 
Harry A. Halverson; 5th Division, from 
St. Stefano, Turkev, to London, England, 
Maj. Carlyle H. Wash; 6th Division, re- 
mainder of the route, Lt. Clarence E. 
Crumrine.

GEN. DEBENEY SUCCEEDS 
BUAT AS FRENCH C. OF S. 


GEN. DEBENEY, who was recently 

given the Grand Cr-_ss of the Legion 
d’Honneur, has just been chosen as the 
new chief of staff of the French army, suc- 
ceeding the late Gen. Buat. 

Gen. Debeney was born May 5, 1864, at 
Bourg and entered the military school at 
Saint Cyr, Oct. 30, 1884, leaving it Oct. 
1, 1886, as second lieutenant. He became 
a lieutenant colonel, March 24, 1912. 

At the beginning of the war (Aug. 2. 
1914) he was appointed assistant chief of 
staff of the Ist Army and on Sept. 17, 
chief of staff of the same army (Gen. Du- 
bail’s army). He became a colonel Nov. 
1, 1914, and he left the general staff of 
the Ist Army on Jan. 6, 1915, to take 





command ‘of the “Eastern Temporary 
Group.” 

On April 10, 1915, he received the Ro 
sette of the Legion d’Honneur with the 
following citation: “Chief of staff of high 
value. Rendered the most valuable gop 
vices in the function which he performe 
with the greatest capacity and the moy 
complete devotedness.” 

He left the 57th Infantry Division o 
May 18, 1915, to take command of th 
25th Division, with which he was pp. 
moted to brigadier general Nov. 25, 1915, 
He became a major general Dec. 31, 1916 

After the Armistice, Gen. Debeney jas 
given the command of the 6th Cong 
Area (Jan. 22, 1919), which he left'g 
June 1, 1919, to take command of th 
Ecole Superieure de Guerre with the jj. 
rection of the Centre des Hautes Etuis 
Militaires, and the Inspection Generale iy 
Eegles (Jan. 9, 1922). Appointed a me. 
ber of the Conseil Superieur de la Guerp 
(Jan. 30, 1920), he has been reappoint 
every year since. 


D.C. MEDICAL OFFICERS 
HOLD MONTHLY MEETINGS 


N order to foster more intimate socig| 

relations and at the same time to impart 
information which will be mutually bene 
ficial, plans have been perfected to hold 
monthly meetings of officers of the Medi- 
cal Department stationed in or near the 
District of Columbia, the first of which 
was held on Jan. 21. This includes mem- 
bers of the Medical Corps, the Dental 
Corps, the Veterinary Corps, the Medical 
Administrative Corps, the administratiy 
staff of the Army Nurse Corps, student 
officers who may be taking courses at any 
of the Medical Department service schools 
and officers of the Medical Department wha 
may be temporarily on duty in or sojourn 
ing in the District of Columbia. 

Talks will be given by officers stationed 
at the various places within the territory 
mentioned, describing their duties and 
what they are trying to accomplish, to- 
gether with amy other interesting informa- 
tion coanected therewith which may be of 
value to the meeting. From time to time 
professional papers, and when practical 
clinical demonstrations, will also be given. 

At the first meeting, which was held on 
Jan. 21 at Walter Reed General Hospital, 
Army Medical Ceater, a paper was pre- 
sented by Lt. Col. C. C. Whitcomb, MC. 
entitled “The Supply Division, Surgeon 
yeneral’s Office.” At this meeting there 
were about 170 officers present, which is 
a high percentage of attendance when it is 
considered that there are about 235 off- 
cers stationed in or near the District of 
Washington who may attend these mett- 
ings. 

Suggestions as to subjects to be present- 
ed will be gratefully received by the con- 
mittee’ in charge of these meetings, com- 
posed of Lt. Col. R. U. Patterson. exect- 
tive officer, Office of the Surgeon General, 
and Maj. L. L. Hopwood of the Army 
Medical Center. These monthly meetings 
are an outgrowth of the Caduceus, which 
was a pre-war society of Medical officers 
stationed in or near Washington.

AIR DEVELOPMENT 


‘THE operating report of the Aeronau- 
tical Chamber of Commerce during the 
year 1923 was made public last week. It 
covers three subjects: Service as a trade 
association, service for aerial defense and 
development of the commercial market. 

Under the second head it states that 
“the problems of military and commercial 
aviation are inseparable, and for this rea- 
son the chamber is privileged to maintain 
intimate contact with the Air Services of 
the War and Navy Departments. Both 
President Harding and President Coolidge, 
as well as Secretaries Weeks and Denby, 
have repeatedly expressed the national 
policy of building up. the commercial air- 
craft industry as a reserve for aerial se- 
curity. Our liaison thus assumes both a 
patriotic and an industrial character.” 
With regard to training Air rves, it 
states: “But for the fact that the Services 
are short of equipment. they would also 
be short of personnel. Commercial avia- 
tion alone can provide the Reserves from 
which the necessary pilots and mechanics 
can be drawn. The chamber is co-operat- 
ing in applying the Reserve idea practi- 
eally pending the development of actual 
commercial operating organizations.” 

Other subjects covered are the Air Mail, 
Crop Protection, Forest Patrol, the Coast 
Guard and the Air Institute. 





BECKWITH HAVENS, vice president 
and treasurer of Airships Incorpor- 
ated, Hammondsport, N.Y., announces 
that the Navy Department has awarded 
to Airships Incorporated the contract to 
build two replacement gas cells for the 
U.S.S. Shenandoah, which were destroyed 
recently during a gale. These gas cells 
are constructed of goldbeaters skin. The 
contract involves not only adding to the 
personnel of Airships Incorporated, but 
possibly a considerable addition to the 
plant and equipment. As engineer in 
charge of the work, Airships Incorporated 
has secured the services of Norman Mead- 
owcroft, who during the war had charge 
of gas cell development for the British 
government. 


‘THE 66th Service Squadron insignia, 
Camp Nithols, Rizal, P.I., which was 
designed by 1st Lt. A. W. Vanaman, A. 
S., has recently been completed and sub- 
mitted. This insignia, which will as soon 
as practicable be placed on all planes as- 
signed to this organization, is composed 
of an outer circle of gold, inside of which 
is white and contains four small gears, 
operating off a larger one. The latter rep- 
sents a service squadron, the four smaller 
ones an attack, pursuit, bombardment 
and observation squadron, respectively. 








IX order that the direction and the ve- 

locity of the wind may be determined 
with some degree of accuracy, which is 
of extreme importance for the activities 
of the Air Service, Field Artillery and 
the Ordnance Department, experiments 
have been made by the meteorological sec- 
tion of the Signal Corps with a view to 
ascertaining this information whether 
there be clouds or darkness. 

Experiments have been made using the 
electromagnetic waves, and these waves 
are emitted by suitable apparatus carried 
along by the free balloons, and received 
by suitable apparatus at two ground sta- 
tions. Data obtained from this source 
gives the same information as the free 
balloon gives when cited by the theodolite.

M.C., who has just returned from an ex- 
tended inspection of Marine Corps activi- 
ties in Haiti and San Domingo, shows that 
the affairs in these two places are in ex- 
cellent condition. Gen. Lane possesses an 
unusual knowledge of conditions in Haiti 
and San Domingo, as during 1917, 1918 
and 1919 he ‘was a member of the staff 
of the Military Governor of San Domingo. 
Gen. Lane declared that life and property 
in both republics are as safe as they are 
in the average American city, and that 
he found business conditions in a fairly 
satisfactory state following the readjust- 
ments at the conclusion of the World War. 


ONDITIONS 





have greatly improved 

since Gen. Lane’s last tour of duty 
in San Domingo. Then the Marine Corps 
forces were scattered in small detachments 
throughout the island, while now they are 
concentrated in Haiti at Port-au-Prince, 
Cape Hatien and St. Michel. In San 
Domingo there are large Marine forces in 
Santo Domingo City and Santiago, with 
small detachments at San Pedro de Mar- 
coris and Puerto Plata. At present, the 
force of Marines maintained in Haiti is 
a little over 1,300 while in San Domingo 
the forces of the occupation is approxi- 
mately 2,000 Marines. 

The general noticed a great improve- 
ment in communications, as since his last 
tour of duty in San Domingo, more than 
250 miles of good roads have been built by 
the Marine forces, making it possible to 
travel by automobile between all the larger 
towns. In Haiti approximately 120 miles 
of roads have been built.

COM MANDER-IN-CHIEF 
THE UNITED STATES 
ARMIES AND NAVIES 


HE death of former President Wood- 

row Wilson brings to a close the life of 
the third of the great Americans who have 
been called upon to carry this country 
through the tremendous crisis incidental 
to a great war. 

The President of the United States is 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Armies 
and Navies of the United States. This 
title ig not an honorary one, but a real 
one. This because, as such, in war he 
wields a power which no president or king 
of a country with parliamentary govern- 
ment; which no premier, always subject 
to being brought down, is ever allowed 
to exercise or even approach. Only an 
absolute monarch, of whom there are none 
to-~lay, has greater war powers. 

The man who has filled the exalted po- 
sition of President of the United States 
in time of war therefore cannot escape the 
full acceptance of the tremendous respon- 
sibility for success or failure which are 
inherent to this office. 


‘THE attitude of Mr. Wilson prior to 

the declaration of war is one upon 
which his fellow countrymen will prob- 
ably always disagree. Those who favored 
preparation for war will frankly admit 
that however much they disagreed with 
the then President’s attitude he, at least, 
represented that typical American habit of 
mind which refuses to see the necessity to 
prepare for war until after its declara- 
tion. From the declaration of war to the 
Armistice, when the fighting ceased, no 
American, and above all no American sol- 
dier or sailor can fail to greatly admire 
and be proud of Mr. Wilson, not only as 
President of the United States, but, above 


all, as the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Armies and Navies of the country. 

The war history of all countries, and it 
must be sorrowfully admitted of our own 
in particular, is too full of the failure of 
the leaders holding civilian offices, from 
the President on down, to recognize the 
stern realities of war and upon the out- 
break of hostilities immediately fully and 
frankly face them to their uttermost abil- 
ity, and to continue to do so. 

The history of the recent war from 1914 
on is full of examples. Unwillingness to 
admit that universal service is the only 
means of meeting the man power issue, 
with consequent failures accompanied by 
dismal and unnecessary’ loss of life, 
through long weary months; hesitancy to 
bring about and enforce industrial mobili- 
zation, regardless of its effect on private 
commercial enterprise not essential in war ; 
the substitution of the amateur military 
ideas of civilians holding political office 
for the correct professional ideas of the 
trained soldier and sailor; campaigns car- 
ried on for political or trade reasons in 
theaters of war of relatively small impor- 
tance, thereby depriving the main theater 
of operations of badly needed troops and 
supplies, and all other attempts to dodge 
the age-old established fact that success 
in war can only come from decisively beat- 
ing the enemy’s principal force upon the 
battlefield are characteristic. 


ME: WILSON avoided all these errors. 

The draft, which brought our full 
man power to the colors, was immediately 
enforced; the broadest, most far-reaching 
steps were immediately taken to mobilize 
the industries of the country for one and 
only one purpose, the supply of its armed 
forces in the face of the enemy. ‘The fact 
that armed forces, no matter what their 
size, and no matter how well supplied, are 
valueless unless placed in the face of the 
enemy, and that the shipping available 
was insufficient was recognized by the con- 
ception and carrying out of a shipbuilding 
program to make good these deficiencies ; 
a program the like of which has never 
been known in history. 

No civilian strategists, no matter what 
their political power, nor how seductive 
their schemes to accomplish what never 
has been accomplished in war—success 
without paying for it—were listened to. 

No side expeditions, for any reason, were 
tolerated. The front in France was recog- 
nized as the principal one, and the only 
one on which the war could be decided. 
The necessity for one general in command 
on that front, with the fullest possible 
powers and backed up to the greatest ex- 
tent by the home authorities, was ac- 
cepted and acted upon throughout. 

From the first, President Wilson showed 
that detestation of those striving to use 
their country’s need for personal objects; 
that unwillingness to compromise; that 
determination to override all obstacles, 
and that singleness pf purpose which 
must characterize a commander-in-chief in 
war, if he is to bring success to the arms 
of his country. 

Allowing every honor—and every honor 
is their due—to the men who fought and 
to their chief, Pershing, whose taciturnity, 
broadness of vision and indomitable will 
in the face of every obstacle are more and 
more being admitted as qualifications en- 
titling him to a place alongside of Grant, 
it must be recognized, and these men un- 
doubtedly will do so whole-heartedly, that 
with a weaker man than Wilson as Com- 
mander-in-Chief they never could have ac- 
complished what they did. 


Wwitu the undimmed vision of a great 

leader, Mr. Wilson saw clearly and 
acted upon the always simple essential of 
successful war, that the full power of 
every resource of a country must be used 
to continuously exert in battle the maxi- 
mum and most violent pressure on the 
principal armed force of the enemy until 
it vields. 

The period of combat of the recent war 
entitles Mr. Wilson to a place as one of 
the few great war leaders of this country. 
The soldiers and sailors who served in 
combat under him as the Commander-in- 
Chief will always forget their political 
affiliations, both prior to and after this 
period, in their admiraton for the quali- 
ties which he showed during this critical 
time in the history of our country.

RETIRED PAY 


To THE EDITOR: 


I WISH to add my unqualified approval 

to the letter of “Justicia Fiat” in your 
issue of Dec. 8, 1923, in regard to the pay 
of officers and warrant officers retired 
prior to July 1, 1922. 

I have medals for service in three wars: 
The Spanish-American, the Philippine In- 
surrection and the World War, with a 
clasp for service in France. I had com- 
missioned service in the World War. 

There is a retired regimental commis- 
sary sergeant living across the street from 
me who was in only one of these wars, and 
lived at home during the entire period of 
the World War, receiving inflated war 
wages for civilian service. He passed no 
mental or technical examination for pro- 
motion to his grade in the Army, while I 
had to pass a severe mental and technical 
examination for promotion to my grade, 
and while in active service I received from 
$5 to $15 per month more than he did. 

Yet under this new and unjust pay bill 
he receives $133.87 per month retired pay, 
while I receive $115.50. And a warrant 
officer retiring now would receive 
more than I do, although, as the colonel 
says, he may never see a day of war ser- 
vice. 





I believe that Congress would remedy ° 


this injustice if they knew. So let us all 
get to work and call this matter to the 
attention of our Congressmen and at least 
let them know.

THE NAVY AND MARINE MEMORIAL 


To THE EDITOR: 


WHILE the vital part played in our na- 

tional life by the Navy and the mer- 
chant marine is fully appreciated by all 
thinking individuals, a public and national 
recognition of it is lacking and greatly 
needed. Service on the seas by the Navy 
and the merchant marine, though enor- 
mous in its portent and fretted with dan- 
gers and with great sacrifice, seems to 
have passed without appropriate national 
recognition. A movement is now on foot 
for the erection of a Navy and Marine Me- 
morial to be dedicated to Americans lost 
at sea and to service on the seas. 

The great losses on the sea and the 
thought of the solitude and silence that 
surround them have inspired a monument 
of strictly marine character. The monu- 
ment represents a wave or section of a 
wave with seven sea gulls hovering over 
it. It is to be cast in bronze and the di- 
mensions will be 19 feet by 29 feet by 32 
feet. When mounted on its pedestal and 
foundation of marble the monument will 
be, from the ground to the topmost bird, 
42 feet high. The greenish and blue pa- 
tinas of the bronze will naturally reflect 
the colorings of the sea. An _ invisible 
armature run through the feathers of the 
gulls will give the full illusion of the flight 
in open air and yet guarantee steadiness 
and resistance against the violence of the 
elements. 

The monument received very favorable 
criticism from artists and critics during 
its recent exhibition in New York city, 
and those who have seen it have expressed 
the opinion that it should be erected as a 
national monument in our capital at Wash- 
ington as a compelling memorial to Ameri- 
cans who have died in service on the seas. 

A national committee of prominent and 
representative men in Navy and marine 
circles has been formed, and an executive 
committee of eminent men active in ma- 
rine and Navy affairs will lend their sup- 
port and activity to the progress of the 
work. A leading banking institution of 
New York city will receive and disburse 
funds for financing the project. 

Information will be gladly given as to 
the progress of the work by the under- 
signed.

A MILITARY HISTORY OF THE WORLD 
WAR, by Col. C. R. Howland, Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kas.: The General Service Schools

SOME MEMORIES OF THE CIVIL WAR, 
by George Haven Putnam, (Formerly major 
176th Regiment, N.Y. State Volunteers), New 
York: G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 1924; $2.00. 

Continuing memoirs, memories, and civil war 
reminiscences which he has previously put forth, 
the venerable publisher and veteran volunteer, 
George Haven Putnam, has now produced a scat- 
tering collection of papers upon various phases 
and aspects of that conflict which makes most 
interesting reading. A few letters from Con- 
federate prisons and a narrative of the Battle 
of Cedar Creek are the only portions where his 
testimony is first hand evidence; but his points 
of view and his judgments on leaders of those 
times in the other papers are stimulating. 

He has no use for Jefferson Davis, either on 
the ore of achievement or of character. He 
has high praise for the pertinacity and thorough- 
g0inz simplicity of Grant. McClellan he de- 
Plores, and Lincoln he extols. 

Passages here are good antidotes to passages 
of contrary sentiment in the initial article in 
the initial number of the new American Mer- 
tury. With positive manner and pointed phrase 
he tells, also, of the attitude of the London 
Times toward the American conflict, and of the 
excellent work of the American agent in Paris, 
Bizelow, whose mere reference to the fact that 
Jefferson Davis had once advocated repudiation 
of public debts had much to do with the weak- 
ness of Confederate securities in European 
money markets.

PROMOTIONS AND 
RETIREMENTS 


EAR ADM. WM. L. RODGERS, U.S. 

N., a distinguished officer of the Navy, 
was retired from active service Feb. 4, 
1924, on account of the age limit. He 
was the senior rear admiral on the active 
list and his retirement marks the end of 
a line which has lasted unbroken from the 
earliest days of our Navy. For the first 
time in one hundred years the active list 
of the Navy is without a high ranking 
officer of this family. His grandfather, 
Commodore John Rodgers, entered the 
Navy in 1798, and for his gallant conduct 
in action on board the Constellation dur- 
ing our quasi war with France was pro- 
moted to captain in 1802 and later held 
important high commands and rendered 
conspicuous service In many engagements. 
His son, also John Rodgers, entered the 
Navy in 1828 and was noted for his arctic 
explorations in 1855 and for his services 
during the Civil War. Adm. ..odgers was 
born in the District of Columbia, Feb. 4, 
1860. He was appointed cadet midship- 
man in 1874. His early record shows how 
slow promotion was in that period of the 
Navy. Promotion was entirely by seni- 
ority and it was twenty years before he 
reached the rank of lieutenant. It was 
during this period that the law of promo- 
tion was in force which required the re- 
tirement or death of 128 rear admirals at 
the top of the list to cause the promotion 
of one ensign. It was, however, a period 
of long and distant cruises, and young 
Rodgers in those years gained much of 
that great information for which he is 
noted. 

Adm. Rodgers is to-day perhaps the best 
informed officer in the Navy on general 
Navy matters. The outbreak of the War 
with Spain found him on the torpedo boat 
Foote. This was the third torpedo boat 
our Navy had had, and officers were care- 
fully selected for service on this new and 
untried class of vessels. In 1900 he was 
transferred to the battleship Kentucky, 
which was then receiving the finishing 
touches preparatory to service in the At- 
lantic. He served in this vessel under 

~~ C. M. Chester. 

Following the Kentucky and a tour of 
service in the Training Squadron, which 
had been organized to provide for the great 
increase taking place in the Navy at this 
time, he went to duty on the staff of the 
Navy War College. From this he went to 
the Asiatic station as executive officer of 
the battleship Wisconsin, but soon after 
he was transferred to command of the 
U.S.S. Wilmington and shortly afterwards 
promoted to the rank of commander. Upon 
the completion of this cruise he returned 
to the United States and was detailed to 
special duty at the Naval War College 
and at the same time to duty at the Army 
War College. 

In December, 1909, Adm. Rodgers was 
promoted to captain and ordered to com- 
mand the battleship Georgia, which duty 
he held until the end of 1911, when he 
was made president of the Naval War 
College. During his term of office the 
var College reached a high degree of effi- 
ciency. 

After two years of this service he as- 
sumed command of the dreadnought Dela- 
ware, which service lasted until June of 
1915, when he was made a member of the 
General Board. This was during those 
difficult days before the United States en- 
tered the World War. 

The special knowledge of international 
law possessed by Capt. Rodgers was of 
particular value to the Secretary of the 
Navy at this time, although he did not 
always choose to follow the advice offered 
by the General Board. Capt. Rodgers was 
promoted to rear admiral Aug. 29, 1916, 
and was immediately ordered to command 
the Train of the Atlantic Fleet, from 
which he was transferred to the command 
of the Asiatic Fleet after we had entered 
the war. He handled with great skill the 
difficult diplomatic situation created in 
Eastern Siberia after the fall of the Rus- 
sian Empire. Upon the completion of this 
service he was called back to Washington 
and made senior member of the General 
Board, which position he holds upon his 
retirement from active duty upon reach- 
ing the age of sixty-four. 

His absence will be greatly felt by all 
officers who have come in contact with 
him. Adm. Rodgers is the author of sev- 
eral brochures on international law: and 
has delivered lectures on that and kindred 
subjects at Williams College, Mass.

COAST GUARD NOTES. 


An examination for appointment as cadets 
and cadet engineers will be held commencing 
April 7 

Prhe. Tampa and Modoc will be detailed for 
the purpose of carrying on_ the International 
Iee Observation and Ice Patrol during the 
months of March, April, May and June, and 
as much longer as necessary. 

A very interesting article entitled ‘* Clearing 
the Trans-Atlantic Shipping by Radio,’’ by 
S. R. Winters, appears in the February issue 
of Radio. This article describes the work of 
the Tampa and Modoc on ice patrol and is 
illustrated with photographs of the Tampa, on 
iceberg and the radio room of the cutter. 

At daylight on the morning of Jan. 22 the 
Pamlico went to the assistance of the sloop 
Laura M. Evans, which hau capsized off Brant 
Island Slue. When first sighted the sloop was 
capsized on her starboard side with about 
two feet of bilge showing above the water. 
As all her sails were set it was first neces- 
sary to cut her halyards, preparatory to right- 
ing her. The sloop was then brought along- 
side and a heavy line led to her masthead 
from the masthead of the Pamlico. When a 
strain was brought on this line, the sloop 
righted but sank. Purchases were then rigged 
to lift her hatch coaming clear of the water. 
After several attempts had been made without 
success to float the sloop in this manner, it 
was decided to pass parbuckles under her and 
tow her into smooth water where the work 
would be easier. It was found that to lift 
the vessel’s hatches clear of the water would 
place too heavy a strain on the purchases, s0 
cofferdams were rigged around all openings 
which could not be battened down and then 
after lifting the sloop as high as was safe, a

PAY AMENDMENTS 


EARINGS on the bill H.R. 20 amend- 
H ing the Joint Service Pay act were 
rsumed Feb. 7 before the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs.

Dept., U.S.N., heading committee repre- 
senting all the Services, appeared at the 
hearing and discussed the bill informally. 


COAST GUARD OFFICER INCREASE 


A BILL that will shortly be introduced 
in Congress provides for a temporary 
increase in the Coast Guard of two cap- 
tains, thirteen commanders, twenty-five 
lieutenant commanders, forty-eight lieuten- 
ants, forty-two lieutenants, junior grade, 
and ensigns of the line, one commander, 
lieutenant commanders, nineteen

additional officers are to be carried on a 
separate list, but permanent officers can 
be promoted to fill temporary vacancies. 
The bill also provides for twenty-five 
temporary chief warrant officers.

8S. 2312, Mr. Jones of Washington—Author- 
izing the use of the vessels of the U.S. Navy 
in the prevention of smuggling, and for other 
purposes. 

H.R. 5934, Mr. Knutson.—To increase pen- 
sions of soldiers and sailors of the war with 
Spain, the Philippine Insurrection, or the 
China Relief Expedition. The present rates of 
$12, $15, $18, $24 and $30 would be raised 
to $20, $25, $30, $40 and $50, respectively. 
In all claims hereafter filed under the act of 
June 5, 1920, or as amended Sept. 1, 1922, 
the claimants shall have title in so far as ser- 
vice is concerned, if they rendered ninety 
days’ service and were honorably discharged, 
or, regardless of the length of service, were 
discharged on account of disabilities incurred 
in the Service and in the line of duty. All 
persons now or hereafter pensioned under act 
of June 5, 1920, as amended of Sept. 1, 1922, 
or this act who become, by reason of age or 
disabilities not due to vicious habits, helpless 
or blind, or so nearly helpless or blind as to 
require regular personal aid and attendance 
of another person, shall be paid s pension at 
rate of $72 per month from date when the 
requisite condition is shown to exist after 
approval of his act: Provided, however, That 
no one while an inmate of the U.S. Soldiers’ 
Home or of any National or State Soldiers’ 
Home shall be paid more than $50 per month 
under this act. 

H.R. 6132, Mr. Colton.—To pension sol- 
diers who were in the military service during 
Indian wars and disturbances, and the widows, 
minors, and helpless children of such soldiers ; 
to increase the pensions of Indian war sur- 
vivors and widows; and to amend Sec. 2 of 
the act of March 4, 1917, as to certficates of 
service and discharge.

under its own tommanders and wherever 
practicable Reserve officers as a unit 
should be given an opportunity to com- 
mand existing forces. ; 

8. The usurpation of the appropriate 
authority and responsibility of subordinate 
commanders by higher commanders con- 
tinues to constitute a marked deterrent in 
the development of the individual initia- 
tive of officers. Younger officers and non- 
commissioned officers particularly appear 
to be over-commanded, ‘They should be 
required to perform their appropriate du- 
ties and to bear their appropriate respo2- 
sibilities. 

9. It has been particularly observed that 
the. fullest and most profitable use of unit 
schools has not been made at all places, 
within the meaning of existing instruc- 
tions. The importance of these schools 
and their place in the system of troop 
training will be definitely recognized and 
provided for in the program of training. 

10. The most disappointing deficiency 
observed during the past year relates to 
the application of existing instructions 
upon the subject of formal tactical inspec- 
tions (AR 265-10). With few exceptions, 
formal tactical inspections, especially 
those conducted by higher commanders, 
have been inadequate. In some instances 
formal tactical inspections were omitted 
entirely. There should be no misconcep- 
tion concerning the real purpose of tactical 
inspections and the maximum benefit to be 
derived therefrom. Inspections are not to 
be regarded as the end, but as merely the 
means to an end. They are undertaken 
not merely for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing if an organization is trained, but to 
insure that it is trained. More actual in- 
struction can be imparted during the pe- 
riod of a properly conducted tactical in- 
spection than in any other similar period 
of the whole training year. 

These inspections afford higher com- 
manders an excellent opportunity to give 
troops the benefit of their prestige, judg- 
ment, training and war experience and, by 
demonstrating in a practical manner the 
complications and difficulties of battle, in- 
spire a desire and determination for great- 
er combat efficiency. Such results can best 
be secured by higher commanders conduct- 
ing these inspections in person. 

One of the important duties of higher 
commanders is the responsibility for re- 
moving obstacles in the way of the train- 
ing of their commands. Inspection dis- 
closes deficiencies, if any, and it then de- 
volves upon the superior making the in- 
spection to exhaust every means at his 
disposal in an endeavor to overcome what- 
ever obstacles there had been to training 
and to insure that the unit is then brought 
to a proper state of efficiency.

THE CAVALRY SCHOOL 


IN October, 1852, Maj. BE. A. Ogden, 

quartermaster at Fort Leavenworth 
(the then “Far Western Post”) was or- 
dered to select a suitable site for the lo- 
cation of an advance station near the junc- 
tion of the Republican and Smoky Hill 
rivers, this for the protection of the cara- 
vans then moving westward over the 
Santa Fe and other trails. Construction 
was begun in 1853 and the post was named 
in honor of Maj. Gen. Bennett Riley of 
Buffalo, N.Y. Its first garrison was one 
company of Infantry. 

In 1855 Congress provided funds for 
transforming Fort Riley into a Cavalry 
post. Cholera broke out during the sum- 
mer while the work was in progress and 
over 100 persons died, including Maj. Og- 
den, a monument to whose memory is lo- 
cated on the butte overlooking the post. 

Fort Riley received scant attention dur- 
ing the Civil War, but the coming of peace 
and the building of the Kansas Pacific 
Railroad again brought attention to it. 
The 7th Cavalry was organized there in 
1866, and the post was of varying impor- 
tance until 1887, when Congress appro- 
priated $200,000 for the establishment of 
a Cavalry and Light Artillery School. 
This was the beginning of the Cavalry 
School, as we know it to-day, with its 
22.000 acres of reservation. 

The school was organized in 1891, with 
the curriculum as part of the regular gar- 
rison training. This condition continued 
until 1903, when the officer student body 
was given a special course, a school for 
farriers and horseshoers was established 
for enlisted men, and special riding in- 
struction was first introduced. The offi- 
cers’ course was carried on under the name 
of School of Application for Cavalry and 
Light Artillery. In 1908 the name was 
changed to the Mounted Service School 
and the course changed to one of purely 
equestrian and allied subjects. This con- 
tinued until the World War, when the 
school’s operations were suspended and the 
post became a training center for Re- 
serve officers. 

In 1919 the plan of having a separate 
service school for each branch of the Ser- 
vice was decided upon. Under this plan; 
Fort Riley became known as the Cavalry 
School and took the form in which it now 
exists. 


HE advanced class for the year 1924, 

including 1 colonel, 8 lieutenant colo- 
nels, 21 majors, and 2 captains, has ar- 
rived at the school and started a five 
months’ course in advanced Cavalry tac- 
tics and technique which will end in June. 
The course is about a month longer than 
last year. This is the first year that cap- 
tains have been included in this course, 
the idea being to include gradually more 
and more junior officers in the advanced 
class in order to train them for the com- 
mand of higher units in time of war. 

Most of the school work, not only in 
the advanced class, but in the Troop Offi- 
cers’ Class as well, is being conducted in- 
doors at this season of the year, due to 
bad weatuer. The temperature dropped 
to twenty degrees below zero recently. 
The two available riding halls are crowded 
to capacity at all hours of the day and at 
least one additional hall is badly needed. 


‘THE Assistant Secretary of War, Col. 

Dwight F. Davis, spent a morning at 
the school recently and witnessed a well 
executed riding hall exhibition. The spe- 
cial class in equitation gave a jumping 
exhibition, each officer going once over a 
course of ten different jumps, about four 
feet in height, both with and without 
wings. The instructors of the Depart- 
ment of Horsemanship gave a ride on 
schooled horses, which were equipped with 
white leg bandages, white saddle cloths 
and white bridles. Machine Gun Troop 
No. 1 exhibited the mobility of the ma- 
chine gun troop in a fast drill, which in- 
cluded movements at the gallop, jumping 
in formation (including pack horses) and 
firing. Troop E, 2d Cay., exhibited the 
training of the troover with mounted 
movements, a pistol and saber charge and 
a fire jump. 

After the exhibition, the Assistant Sec- 
retary made a short, interesting address 
to the members of the garrison. In the 
course of his talk, Col. Davis stated that 
he had played polo against the Fort Riley 
team in the days when Army teams were 
so. poorly mounted that the Riley back 
used to station himself between the goal 
posts, like a goal keeper in hockey, in a 
vain attempt to intercept shots at the 
goal by the well mounted civilian No. 1, 
it being hopeless to attempt to follow the 
latter’s play in the open field.

The first aim of every investor is to obtain 
as high a yield as is consistent with safety. Next 
in importance is to select securities which can be 
marketed with reasonable dispatch should the 
occasion arise. The preferred stocks of electric 
light and power companies, as a general rule, 
show a good yield and are stable. The parti- 
cular issues contained in the list at the bottom 
of the column als¢é possess a good over-the- 
counter market. Because electric power is a 
necessity and demand for it varies little under 
al] sorts of business conditions, income is pro- 
bably more stable in the electric power industry 
than in any other. It does not have pronounced 


boom and depression years, although, of 
course, there is some minor fluctuations in 
earnings with changes in general business 
conditions. 


Public Utilities’ Rapid Stride. 


Not many public utility stocks are listed on 
the New York Stock Exchange and hence are 
not so prominent in newspaper accounts of the 
securities market. Probably because of this the 
rank and file of investors do not realize the tre- 
mendous strides that have been made by tht elec- 
tric light and power industry over the last fifteen 
or twenty years. 

The expansion that has taken place, and is 
taking place at present, has been and is sound. 
Fortunately for the public, and also for the in- 
dustry itself, the management and finances have 
been in the hands of capable and conscientious 
business men, for the most part. As in every 
business there have been some who are more in- 
terested in selling securities than building up a 
sound enterprise, but the electric power industry 
has been remarkably free from this element. The 
reason being probably that this field does not 
offer great speculative possibilities and the allur- 
ing bait of extravagant profits has not been 
available. 


Electric Light and Power. 


Statistics covering the electric power industry 
as a whole are not yet available for 1923. How- 
ever, some interesting approximations have been 
made by the managing director of the National 
Electric Light Association, Mr. M. H. Ayles- 
worth. He estimates that at the close of last 
year there were 13,355,000 electric light and 
power customers, a gain of more than 1,150,000 
during the year. The electric energy output 
was more than 57,000,000,000 kilowatt hours, 
or nearly 10,000,000,000 in excess of 1922. 
About $702,143,000 was expended in 1923 for 
additions to steampower, hydro-electric generat- 
ing plants, transmission lines, and distributing 
systems. The total investment in this one in- 
dustry now reaches $5,800,000,000. The total 
gross income is estimated at $1,300,000,000 for 
last year, of which approximately 10 per cent., 
or $130,000,000 were paid in Federal, State and 
municipal taxes. 

Customer ownership is playing a larger and 
larger part each year in furnishing new capital 
for expansion purposes and in establishing bet- 
ter public relations. Last year, $250,000,000 of 
securities were sold to approximately 300,000 
customers and employees of electric light and 
power companies. The great super-power pro- 
jects now contemplated will call for additional 
huge amounts of capital each year for a number 
of years to come. Applications have already 
been made with the Federal Power Commission 
for hydro-electric developments that will cost ap- 
proximately as much as the total amount already 
invested in the industry. Plans for tremendous 
super-power systems have been worked out which 
will eventually embrace the greater part of the 
United States. Applications have been filed for 
the development of 20,000,000 h.p. in all and 
plants that will develop 2,250,000 h.p. are 
already under construction. One such great 
system will join the waterpower resources of tht 
Cascades and Sierra Nevada with the energy of 
the Colorado River, the result being sufficient 
electric power to supply all the industrial, domes- 
tic, railroad and irrigation needs of the far 
Southwest and West. 

Another super-power project is found in the 
Middle-west covering Wisconsin, Michigan, IIli- 
nois, Indiana Ohio, Pennsylvania and nearby 
States. Another contemplates connecting the 
Niagara Falls and the energy of streams in the 
Adirondacks and other parts of New England. 
Another is found in the Muscle Shoals site, 
which when developed will supply power 
throughout the South from the Atlantic Coast to 
New Orleans. 


Super-Power Stocks. 


The following preferred stocks are of com- 
panies which will probably be included in the 
super-power system plan or else occupy a unique 
position and will not be affected by competition 
from the super-power system: 
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LEGAL DEPARTMENT 


COMMISSIONED WARRANT PAY 
UITS were recently filed in the Couy 
of Claims to test the question whether 

the so-called commissioned warrant off. 
cers of the Navy are entitled to the sam 
rights, in respect of pay and allowanegs 
under the Joint Service Pay act as aj 
other commissioned officers of the severg| 
Services. It is understood that in add. 
tion to litigation an effort will be made jy 
Congress, at the opportune time, in behalf 
of the many officers affected to procure 
legislation that will clear up the difficulty 
and restore thesé officers to the rights of 
which they were deprived by the Joint 
Service Pay act. Legislation and litiga. 
tion being consistent remedies for what is 
conceded to be a discrimination against 
this class of commissioned officers, both 
methods can be concurrently employed. 
The Comptroller General has held, in ef. 
fect, that these officers cannot receive the 
pay and allowances provided by See, 1 
of the act for all commissioned officers of 
the six Services, nor even the pay and 
allowances to which they were entitled un- 
der the law as it had long existed prior to 
the enactment of the Joint Service Pay 
act, because in Sec. 1 of the Pay act there 
appears the single sentence that— 


warrant officers on 
the active list with creditable record 
shall after six years’ commissioned 
service receive the pay of the second 
period; and after twelve years’ com- 
missioned service receive the pay of 
the third period. 


Commissioned 


The general purpose of the act was to 
put all commissioned officers of all six 
Services on the same footing and, as well, 
to abolish the twaq classes of pay, shore 
and sea pay. The above quoted sentence 
was injected into the act evidently with- 
out thorough consideration and is out of 
harmony with the purpose and all other 
provisions of the act. It sets up for this 
class of officers an entirely different rule 
for determining their pay periods, does not 
permit their service to count as the ser- 
vices of all other commssoned officers count, 
and precludes them from attaining any 
higher grade. By being thus specially ex- 
cepted from the general provisions of the 
act, they were denied in a great measure 
the benefits of the act that were conferred 
on all other commissioned officers. 

Inasmuch as officers of this class are in 
law and fact commissioned officers, as 
much so as any others, and are nominated, 
confirmed, appointed and commissioned in 
the same manner and form as all others. 
those in Congress interested in removing 
this discrimination are of the view that 
the most favorable method of doing so leg- 
islatively would be to amend the first sec 
tion of the Pay act by striking out the ob- 
jectionable sentence, which would have the 
effect of putting these officers in the same 
status as regards pay and allowances as 
all other commissioned officers of ‘the Ser- 
vices. Likewise, it is suggested that war- 
rant officers would get relief by an amend- 
ment of Sec. 10 by striking out the yords 
“at sea” and the words “on with 
the specified amount of pay after the lat 
ter words, wherever these words occur iD 
that section. 

The cases will be pressed in the Court 
of Claims, while at the same time friends 
of the warrant officers in Congress will 
endeavor to bring about such amendment 
to the Joint Service Pay act as will re 
move the discrimination against these 
officers.

DENBY DISAPPROVES 
NAVY WRECK FINDINGS 


DORETARY OF THE NAVY DENBY

do not appreciate the highly specialized 
nature of landing operations and the estab- 
lishment of a military force on shore, even 
though such landing be not opposed. The 
landing of the British army at the Darda- 
nelles during the war is a notable example 
of the extreme danger of undertaking such 
operations by forces not especially trained 
for them. The British army lost 30,000 
men on the beaches even after a period of 
three months of training especially for 
that purpose. The Marine Corps makes a 
specialty of this kind of work, the sailoriz- 
ing part of which cannot be done well by 
soldiers, and the land part of which can- 
not be done well by sailors. The degree 
of efficiency which the Marines have at- 
tained through long years of study and 
training in this special problem is really 
very extraordinary. The Marine Corps is 
an indispensable part of the Navy for this 
particular kind of work, which may be- 
come of very great importance under many 
of the situations which present themselves 
in naval warfare. 

The Island of Culebra is especially 
adapted for exercises of this nature. In 
the first place, it has few inhabitants and 
it is under the jurisdiction of the Navy 
Department. In addition, it possesses: ex- 
cellent anchorage in its general vicinity 
for the Fleet, and a secure inner anchor- 
age for smaller supply vessels and base 
appurtenances. To these advantages are 
added its strategic position, which makes 
the general area a natural mobilization 
point for the Fleet preliminary to the de- 
fense of both the Panama Canal and the 
United States east coast against any ad- 
vance from Europe. 





COMPTROLLER GENERAL 


COMPTROLLER GENERAL’S DECISIONS. 


The $60 war service gratuity under act of 
Feb. 24, 1919, is not payable to draftees who 
were rejected and discharged on account of being 
physically disqualified for military service. (Ed- 
manson’s case, Jan. 30, 1924. 

An enlisted man of the Navy on detached duty 
in Europe is not entitled to a subsistence allow- 
ance for a period prior to July 1, 1922, nor to 
a quarters or rations allowance for period on 
or after that date where during each such 
periods he was quartered and subsisted in kind, 
but is entitled to a quarters allowance of $1 
per day for period on and after July 1, 1922, 
during which he was not furnished quarters in 
kind. (Gooch’s case, Jan. 24, 1924). 

The retired pay of a steward to a commandant 
under the Act of June 10, 1922, is three-fourths 
of the base pay of $84, as increased by 10 per 
centuny of the base pay upon completion of the 
first 2 years of enlisted service and an additional 
increase of 5 per centum for each 4 years of 
service thereafter, the total not to exceed 25 per 
centum, plus the allowance of $9.50 per month 
in lieu of rations and clothing and $6.25 per 
month in lieu of quarters, fuel and light. 
(Hikomatsu’s case, Jan. 24, 1924). 

The only authority of law for assigning a 
junior officer of his organization to take com- 
mand thereof while a senior officer is present 
and available for such duty is by order or 
authority of the President, and the orders of a 
regimental commander assigning the junior offi- 
cer to the command of the battalion while a 
senior officer was available for that duty were 
therefore not such orders as contemplated by the 
statute, and the command of the battalion thus 





exercised was not “under an assignment in 
orders issued by competent authority” within 
the meaning of the Act of April 26, 1898. 


(Robert’s case, Jan. 25, 1924). 

Where it is clearly established that a check 
issued to a claimant for compensation under the 
provisions of the War Risk Insurance Laws was 
fraudulently obtained by another and payment 
obtained from the Treasury of the United States 
on the forged endorsement of the payee, pay- 
ment of the amount of the compensation may be 
made to the claimant notwithstanding’ reclama- 
tion of the amount of the check from the bank 
which cashed it has not yet been effected. 
(Miller’s case, Jan. 25, 1924.) 


ORDNANCE NOTES 


CONSIDERABLE progress has recently 

been made by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment in the development of cross-country 
cargo carriers, and the completion of the 
design for modifying the Mark VII tractor 
caisson is a further step in the improve- 
ment of this equipment. In this vehicle, 
the running gear has been modified to give 
the track an angle of approach and an 
angle of departure, and this new design 
has the approval of the Tank Corps for a 
service test. Another step in the develop- 
ment of the cross-country cargo carriers is 
the completion at Aberdeen of two bodies 
for 75-mm. caissons. Boxes were installed 
on the occasion and certain modifications 
were made in the pole. These vehicles are 
now undergoing a test.
